'I oad Blountain Ores Shipped to Butte'AveraKe 
$360 to the Tbii---AB>aya I'iom'9500 to 
$2,000-Probable Ballway^ Conetructlon— 
ProgreBB ot Work, at Hot Springs Camp- 
The New Town ol Nelson. 

Messrs. (3. Hall and John McDonald, 
owners in tho three best mines of the Toad 
MouiiUun group, known as Hall's camp, 
arrived in the city on Wednesday even- 
ing, having come out by way of Revel- 
stoke. They were seen by a representa- 
tive of The CoLONisr yesterday, to whom, 
they statoc^ that there were aboyt., 
hundred men ui the ciitag^-TStrthe.pr^^^^ 
time, and fully 150 olaim's 'had'bee'n re- ' 
corded in that district. From their lodges 
they had shipped to tho Anaconda ainelter 
at Butte, Mont., twonti'-two and a half 
tons of ore, which gave them a net return 
of over .§300 per ton in silver, with about 
^2.60 in gold, the ore also averaging 28 
percent, in copper. The gross arerage- 
yield of ore at the smelter would be over 
I&350 per ton, tho cost of packing to 
Kootenay Lake, freighting by steamer and 
wagon roiid to the Northern Pacific 
track, and thence by rail to the smolter, 
coating over ?50 per ton. There is coi: 
siderable work being done in the camp, i • 
t he various ledges, and Hall & Co. are no'..- 
arranging to continue ten men at work 
during the winter. Assays of the ore 
have gone all the way from $500 to 82,- 
000 per ton, chietly in silver, and as high 
as 40 per cent, of copper. Tho ledge is 
imcoverod for a good distance and can bo 
t raced over a mile and a half. The pay 
treak at present being worked is two feet, 
in -vidth, though the lodge is much larger, 
than this, and at one point, evidently an 
upheaval, ia thirty feet in . radth.* 'How' 
over, if the ore continues as rich, two feet 
will yield a handsome profit even if it has 
to be shipped tn Butte at a costly figure. 

Two stores have been erected .it Salis- 
bury Landing, which the Provincial Gov- 
riinient have now laid out into a town- 
site, ciilHiig the new place "Nelson" in 
Iionor of our much respected lieutenant- 
j'overnor. r' Denny, Dovino & Co., and 
Lemon & Hume are tho storekeepers. 
The site is an admirable one, and there is 
little doubt but there will be quite a pop- 
ulation at this point next year. It is the 
only available location for a town, and the 
xrbonate mines at the Hot Springs camp, 
the lead mines opposite, and tho develop-' 
ment of the Toad Mountain mines will'at-';r 
tract a large number of people. ... • 

About seven miles fcotn, Hall's oanip','a ^ 
gold quartz mine'abbuii.afobtjn width has'' 
licen located, containin'g'frea gold in largo 
piantity. It is being opened up and gives 
,'reat promise. 

At present the difficulty of reaching tho 
mines is a serious drawback. The easiest 
route is via tho Northern Pacific, and 
nearly all goods and passengers come in 
this way. Tho cost of freight from the 
railway to Hall's ciimp, ia about 2i cents 
per pound. Goods would bo purchased 
in Victoria if it was not that 28 miles of 
trail from tho Columbia river would en- 
hance their coat too much. 

It is generally believed at Rovolatoke 
that the 0. P. R. have secured tho Ains- 
worth charter for building a rtiilway from 
Columbia'*rivor to Kootenay lake. The 
company's agent, Mr. Reid, cliartered the 
catamaran steamer the other day to take 
him down tho river in order that he might 
inspect the route and report to the com- 
pany. Mr. Hall thinks it will not be 
very difiicult or extremely co.itly of con- 
struction. If a railway wore built through 
the Lardo country from Golden it would 
prove of greater benefit to the district but 
it is understood that the company pre- 
fer first to build the present 
lino and connect with tho C. P. R. at 
Revelstoko by placing steamers on the 
Columbia. This accomplished, of course 
all goods would enter by way of the CP. 
R. Even aT; present, if bonding arrange- 
ments were made, goods from Victoria 
could be laid down at the mines cheaper 
than American importations owing to the 
high duty charged on tho latter. 

Messrs. Hidl and McDonald left this 
morning on their return, and will vigor- 
ously prosecute the work of opening up 
their mines during tho winter. 

From another source it is learned that 
the Hot Springs camp continuoa t^ im- 
prove as the work of opening up the car- 
bonate cluimh progros«cs. Some of the 
mines have boon bonded for good figures, 
and iiittireats in others sold for excellent 
amwunts. A new find ten miles west of 
the Ilot Springs camp is reported, btjt no 
definite information has been received.

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WAfiTED-A LICENSE LAW. 

Wo think that we Vdice the oi)inion 
of evcM'y thinking man and woniuii in the 
|)ri)viiici! whtMi wo say the time lias affived 
wlit'ii MriliHli Columbia bIuiuIJ liavu a 
lU'W lii|iiiu' liceiJSLi law. .Ml admit that 
till! present law ndatim,' to tho salo uf 
inl. xicatini; clriiiUs is too imleliiiite and 
t.iiolax. l'>uttur and nioro stringent regu- 
lations are ret[uired for taverns and sa- 
loniis, and new machinery is needed to 
ciirry tlio law into effect. The demand 
for a new license law is iiot by any means 
Gonlined t<) total abatainors. People who 
use stimulants as woU as thoae who do 
Hot touch or taste tlium believe that the 
wolfaro of tlie community demands this 
reform. A j;ood, ruaaonablo, practical 
hiw will thiirefoi'o have behind it the 
t'ciiiH! uf public o[iinion. Gate ahmilil be 
taken not to make the measure extreme. 
The law should not be such that the 
sympathy of the majority of the public 
will be cm the side of the inen who vio- 
Inta it mUiur ilian with those whose duty 
ikiatoh.ive it' enforced. When - this is 
t he caiie I ho law is a dead letter, and 
ii iiliin.^ is gained by its 'bnactmont. 
Those who wish to see real progress made 
will not iiiKi'it upon having a law passed 
whieh is theoretically perfect but iiiacti- 
oally uii woikublo. X.ot tin. l.m.- hi« in no 
enrdance with the convictiuna and the 
sense of justice of , the majority of the 
]>e(>plo and it will be productive of much 
good. No one, for instance, will object to 
hai'ing the saldeh iand hotel bars closed on 
Sunday. Even those who frequent these 
I)laee3 on the Lord's Day would in their 
hearl.-» be pleased to see then) closed on 
that day. .Vlmeat everyone, too, woidd 
like I" see t lie saloons closed at a reason- 
able boiii'. Keepuig them open until 
hmg after midnight serves no good pur- 
pose and causes much sorrow and sutt'or- 
ing. Weak and self-indulgent men and 
-foolish boys who- linger in che bac-cooms 
until late at night would, if they were 
closed botiniesigo. hoino and spend at least 
])nrt of the evening ^with their families, 
The regulatiop woul4 be considered a hard- 
sliip at first byia'few, but nearly all we 
aro (|uite sure, would in a very short time 
Bee its necessity' ".iid be glad to have it 
enforced. 'I'liose ivho >vould look upon it 
a.i ail infringement on their reaaonabl 
lil)erty, wlielhur sellcra or buyers, are 
tlie Very persona who would derive the 
gre'itcst amount of benefit from having 
the bars closed Iieforo the suiall hours of 
the jnoriiiiig. Regulatibns to prevent 
gambling in drinking places are badly 
needed and tho evil of the habifis now so 
generally recognized that wo believe that 
a little energy and lirmness on tlie part 
of the authorities would lessen it very 
materially and [lerhaps in time abolish 
open gamliliiig in such places altogether. 
The low places kept l)y diarei)Utable per- 
.sons are trap^ for the heedles.s and sources 
of deni(irali»ition. A good license law 
ought to have tho ctfecb of closing 
the greater nunibor of those dens. A 
high license foe mid tho rigid 
suppression :pf.: unlicensed' places for the 
B.ale of intoxicating drinks would I soon ef- 
fect the ri'(|iiire<l clearing out. A new 
law should give the householders of the 
dilleri'iit, sect ions of l-lie towns and of the 
school districts in the counti'y a voice in 
the eslabliMhmenls of new siloons and the 
renewing of I he licenses of old onus. No 
bar should be opened in a district tho ma- 
jority of whose inhabitants. are ppppsed^tQ 
i ts estahlishniorit. ' ' And it should ' not be 
left to justicoB of the peace alone to ac 
cept or reject applications for liconsu, 
Q'he granting of licenses should ho placed 
in the hands of eommissioners appointed 
for liio special purpose. These coinmia- 
aionurs ahoidd be u]>right and independ- 
ent men who would carry out tho law 
witliontr fear, favor or adection. The door 
!ihould bo ellectually closed to favoritism 
and ellect should bo given to the wishes of 
tho majority of tho rutupuyers. We are 
not wedded to any particular scheme. 
What we want bi> see is a good workable 
license law, suited to the condition of the 
country. Such a law would probably not 
be all that extremists require, but if it 
would be tlie means of bringing about 
such improvenienta as are most urgently 
needed it would satisfy the majority of 
the peoi)le of the provitee. Wo trust our 
logi.jlators will give thi.s very important 
Hiibjout their most serious coiisidurution 
und tliat at the coining Hossion a muasuru 
will be introduced into the legislature and 
carried which will meet che requirements 
of the country and satisfy the Bxpebtatioiis 
gf all reasonablti lueti, 



A UONOEITED CLASS.

There is qiiitfra number in these days 
who look upon oloctroiia as iiuisniices ntid 
who regaixl politics as a bore. These per- 
sons scum to have a notion that it is be- 
neath tlioiu to t.ake an active part in 
electing thu nion who are to direct the 
public afittirs of the country. They de- 
nounce politics oa dirty and petty, and 
condoniu politicians as^bein^. ^uorcenary 
and self-seeicihg. ' These piSople' would ' be 
highly ofl'ended if they were told that their 
jirejudiee againsi- piditics and politicians 
was tho ellect of their ignorance and want 
of public spirit. If they know bow niiicli 
depends upon the good govecnment of a 
country or even of a town, they would be 
asluiiued to confess that they felt no in- 
terest.in politics, and tluit thoy consider- 
ed it not Wiirth their while to take an 
active part iii choosing the men who are 
to be entruatefl with tho mnnageiiient of 
public uft'dirs. If these men who hold 
aloof from political contests knew as much 
IS tho intelligent ineiiibcr of ii self- 
governing conmuiiiity ought to know, 
they would see that if the country they 
helling to and the town in which they re- 
ire biidly governeil and if the public 
are not of so high a class iiitellect- 
ll|y and morally as they ought to bu in 
ordisr properly to perform their public 
duties, it is in groat part owing to their 
indltl'orencc and ai)athy in all that relates 
to public matters. If all the host people 
kurib'jut of n olit.vn iLilie country would br 
governed by the worst. There is no 
avoiding the conclusion. Hut the hesi 
people — the most active-miiiilcd, the nu si 
intelligent and the most public-spirited — 
do not keep out of politics, and the people 
who consider themselves too good to take 
a part in political contests are, notwith- 
standing the very high opinion they huvo 
if themselves, very far from being the 
I)e8t. They neglect the most importniit 
duties of citizens and voluntarily place 
ihoniselvea in the same rank as those who 
ai-e too unintelligent and loo stupid to 
auderstaiid public i|uestiiiiiB, and too 'm- 
iiiu-ant to see it lo be their duty t<; exer- 
cise their rights as citi/eiii-. A moment's 
rellection will convince any man of com- 
uiou sensethat acitisseii to vote intelligent ly 
must think, and road and oiiquiro. What 
(or instunse, are the questions that agitate 
jhe mhids of the peo])lo of the Llnited 
States just now ? Tho future trade policy 
)f that groat country depends upon how 
I'lun, Dick and Harry cast their votes for 
,lio next President. ' The candidates re- 
(jreaent great principles worthy' the study 
>f the wisest and thi.' abU-st men. Kvery 
doctor ill the states is reipiired to consider 
f it is for t he good of the country that the 
■.ioveriiment be allowed to go on takiiii; 
from the people more money than it re 
luiroB for its legitimate purposes. If he 
believes that it should not, tlien he has to 
lecide how tho taxes are to be lessoned. 
.\re protective dutie.s to be taken oil' ami 
raw materials and the necessaries of life 
made free, or are the protective duties to 
Ije retained and ta.xes taken oil' loliaeco, 
whiskey and eoiumodities which the couii- 
ii-y Joes unt prodiiee ' Is I luM'i- .-iiiyt hill!,' 
small or mean or ileinor.dii-.iug in the coii- 
-jideration of these questiims'^ L>nt the 
man who- desires to cast an intelligent 
voto must to the best of his ability con- 
sider them. And to do them justice tho 
peoplo of the United States as a whole are 
iryiiig to master them. These questions 
.iiid many that are connected with them 
more or less intimately, are discussed in 
uiindreds of newspaiiers and by ihousainls 
of ]uiblic s[)eakers. The people 
are reading and listening attentive- 
ly and hundreds of thousands ari' 
lionestly trying to como to sound 
-uonolusions. - The campaign is to them 
;m"educatibn. And however they decide 
they will be-beneiittod by taking a deep 
interest in the presidential election, 
riiere are two classes who look on this 
very important struggle without taking a 
part ill it. One is composed of those who

Assistjuit Secretary May- 
nard, in reply to an appeal for a ruling in 
life case, telegraphed to tiio collectcjr thai 
if the laborers in ([ueation are residents of 
San Fnincisei) and went from there to 
Alaska on an ^ American ves.sel, sailini;

.touch at any foreign port, and have re- 
turned in the same manner, in the opin- 
it)n of the dop'irtuiLMit they may be regard- 
ed as never hiiviiij^ dupartod from the 
Unitod States. But i)i(jofs should be an 
contriii.sive as not to lulniit of doubt.
